Council decides priorities

If it doesn t ram again this year, 
you may hav< 
missed your last 
chance 
for 
snapshots 
of 
cars 
stalling, old men wading and boys in 
kayaks paddling through the brown 
currents of Iximpoe’s flooded winter 
intersections. 
The five-member Lompoc City 
Council 
unanimously 
said 
“ no 
more” Friday night, by embarking 
the city on a maximum, $775,000 
underground storm drain system to 
be completed within the year 


There is still some time, though, 
to sneak a peek at the first blocks of 
South G Street before the equipment 
arrives. By another 5-0 vote the 
panel sectioned off $14,000 federal 
revenue 
sharing 
dollars 
to 
landscape and resculpt that area as 
a 
facet 
of 
the 
Downtown 
Revitalization program 
And. if you’ve been following the 
city’s revenue sharing bonanza with 
your pocket calculator, you might 
want to take another look now too 
Almost all of it may have just burnt 
through the municipal pocket. After 
a series of straw votes, the board 
unanimously 
set 
up 
a 
project 
priorities list which, if acted upon, 
would spend all but $320,610 of 
Lompoc's $1.018,822 revenue sharing 
entitlement 
through 
1976. 
And, 
according to City Administrator

Wahlers, 
that 
sum 
will 


probably be needed to shore up the 
city’s general fund at that time 
The priority projects on the over 
half million dollar list are these 
Priority 
one: 
Lompoc 
Storm 
Drain System The council voted 
Friday to spend $158,616 revenue 
sharing dollars toward it 
P rio rity 
Two 
Downtown 
Revitalization Project. The council 
voted 
to 
spend 
$14,000 federal 
dollars for the South G Street work 
and to set aside $150,000 in revenue 
sharing for Phase I of the entire 
project, focusing on South H Street 


Priority Three: the Community 
Recreational Facility at Rvon Park 
Formerly called the Ryon Park 
Senior Citizens Facility, $100,000 
from revenue sharing was set aside 
for the first phase of this project. 
The proposed building and grounds 
are now considered an area for the 
whole community, including youths, 
not just senior ciiizens.

Simon holds fast against 
clamor for gas rationing 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Some 
members of Congress are again 
calling 
for 
full 
scale 
gasoline 
rationing, but federal energy chief 
William E. Simon says service 
station lines can be reduced without 
that. 
“ I think rationing is the only 
answer, because in that way you can 
get away from this inequitable 
distribution which has plagued the 
gasoline situation over the past 
several months. 
Senate Majority 
Leader Mike Mansfield, D-Mont , 
told U PI in an interview 
Mansfield said some areas of the 
country have more gasoline than 


they need while others have long 
lines of cars at filling stations and 
rationing is needed ‘ which would 
treat all people alike and give them 
assurance instead of chaos 
Sen Clifford P. Case, R-N J., said 
the time to start full rationing “ was 
two months ago in my opinion I ’ve 
been advocating it strongly for the 
last two weeks or more. When you 
have a less than adequate supply it 
makes no sense but to ration 
Their comments were in response 
to Simon’s assurance Sunday that 
the federal government’s existing 
allocation program will be able to 
deal with the lines which have 


appeared in recent weeks at filling 
stations 
in some 
parts of the 
country 


“ We are going to make certain 
that we put the supplies out there 
that are going to reduce these 
lines,” he said in an interview on 
NBC’s “ Meet the Press ” 


He 
conceded 
there 
were 
“ inequities” 
in 
distribution 
of 
gasoline among states and within 
states. But he stressed that the 
allocation program is only three 
weeks old and should be given a 
chance to work 
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Herron trusts his experience for Council post

military base, holds rity council candidate Joseph Herron, 
and an orderly industrial growth here would yield some 
solutions l^ompoc tends heavily toward retirement, this 
retired Air Force It colonel believes, and the community's 
vouth need a recreation center 
Herron cited these as his objectives if elected to 
Lompoc’s high panel March 5. 
After 33 years in the service, the former chief of 
Vandenherg s 
security 
police 
believes 
his 
military 
administration, management and planning experience, 
coupled with a policeman’s intimacy with cities across the 
country, would make him an effective councilman 
In his well seasoned delivery, briefing room crisp. 
Herron put his reasons for running this way: 


I think I can contribute I have enough of a background. 
I had enough education, I ve had enough experience, see? 
I'm not associated with any businesses, I’m not associated 
with any industries, so I have no faction that I have an 
interest in or a conflict with I’m retired. OK’’ And I don’t 
have that much money to worry about. There’s the whole 
three dollars and eight eight cents " 


Compared to his military roles, the candidate said, 
Reing into politics and taking care of the welfare of the 
people of this town is no different They've got to be housed, 
they ve got to be fed, their morale has to be looked after, 
their well being, their safety. Nothing changes, you know ” 


Herron. 54, first came to Lompoc for duty at the then 
Federal Disciplinary Barracks in 1954 A color photo in his 
cluttered den glimpses him astride a horse then in parade 


blues identical to a western cavalry uniform 
He has 
resided here about 10 years since, retiring in 1972 
“ That's another reason why I think I ’m qualified in 
certain areas,' Herron added 
I think I know this 
community as well as anybody and maybe better than 
And. he has seen the town grow 
“ Well, if you have no growth, you have no town You'll 
become a stagnant little old thing on the side of the road in 
no time. I’ll guarantee you ” Herron opined, citing 
aerospace industries as his favored choices as well as, say, 
optical or instrumentation “ outfits ” These, he said, could 
go far to redress what the candidate sees as an overbalance 
of Lompoc service industries 


“ You II notice ", he said, “ that your businesses in town 
are all service businesses You’ve got car lots, you’ve got 
restaurants, hot dog stands all the shopping centers 
there are all services to render to people But these people 
better have somewhere to earn a buck to spend it on these 
services, right'' 
But heavy industry, he said, would be inappropriate to the 
town’s life style and there should be environmental input 
into growth decisions 
“ Ecologists say that they don’t want our area disrupted. 
Herron posed “ I concur to a point, but I’m not going to go 
completely overboard on it Fine What are we servicing? 
Are we servicing birds, bees or people'' But keep it in mind 
Let’s not tear up everything, see '’’ 


“ If we re looking to make the area into a recreation area, 
a tourist area, a retirement area, a vacation area, 
maintaining our surroundings in its natural state 
fine At 
the same time, it can be enhanced by good engineering It 
certainly can But let’s not get the blinders on where you 
can’t see anything ” 


In fact, this area's environmental assets, the Elks and 
Kiwams club member believes, could serve as a foundation 
for a city retirement industry This is a retirement town. 
Herron believes And that, he said is a stable income source 
worth cultivating. 
“ You're right in the middle of everything you want right 
here 
If you couldn't be satisfied here, you probably 
would be the most malcontented person that ever had two 
feet under him ’ 
A (ieorge Washington University graduate in criminal 
justice, Herron has also been locally active as the county 
coordinator of the We Tip anti^lrug abuse program and as a 
district chairman of the Bov Scouts and Valley Club 
member. 
A dedicated leisure time flyer, he resides at 1600 
Sheffield Drive with his wife of nine years, Betty, and a 
daughter. Rebecca, 18 
Military memorabilia such as 
model firearms and rows of miniature cannons, populate 
his downstairs living room and a den upstairs is stacked 
with photos, diplomas and framed remembrances of his 
service years There aren t enough walls for them all 
Herron, who received a field commission during the war, 
is also a history buff and thinks more history should be 
taught in school to remind people of the suffering that 
forged the country's history. 
A veteran of the Second World War through the V ietnam 
war, he has seen much of it himself In one photo waiting 
for hanging space in the den a younger Herron grins from 
beside an armored vehicle in Europe “ I. was an absolute 
terror,’ he sighs, contemplating it The retired Lt colonel 
appeared in fact, on the cover of the November 11. 1966 


issue of Newsweek Magazine, extending a hand to 
President Lyndon Johnson in Vietnam from a kaki crowd of 
GIs. 
Herron, who has never run for political office before, 
estimates he’ll spend $900 on his campaign and does not 
foresee conflict of interest problems if elected His aim in 
running, he said, is to join a “ progressive team ’’ 
“ Well, let’s put it this way,’’ he said, “ I’m not picking 
any bones I got into the race because of the empty seat. . . 
I’m satisfied with the way the council is running things 
Everything hasn't been 100 per cent, but you’re not going to 
get 100 per cent..." 
Involved in transportation programs for the elderly and 
handicapped through the Kiwanis, the candidate said he’d 
“ push for transportation in any way. shape or form’’ and 
favors a minibus system for in town transit. Herron added 
that he’d also embark on a mission to provide local youth 
with somewhere to enjoy themselves 
“ Where the hell do kids go here for a damn good dance'' 


The Veterans Memorial Building'' That’s a mausoleum’ 
You couldn't get stimulated there, for crying out loud, if 
you tried 
. We need a recreation center, fella, and we 
need it bad 
.1 think the kids in this town have done a 
wonderful job controlling themselves. You’d better believe 
it Because. I'll tell you, where I come from (New York 
City), if I was kept in a can like this, I’d come right out 
through the top," the anti-drug abuse activist said. 


Herron favors downtown revitalization, he offered, but 
would like specialty shops to proliferate there. Looking at 
the H and Ocean Ave area, he terms, “ I see all those 
empty spaces and knocked down areas and it looks like a 
guy with about four teeth missing in the front of his mouth 
And he gives you a big smile " 


With what he considers experience, training and time 
enough to get the job done, Joseph Herron awaits the 
voters’ orders on March 5 to begin a tour on the Lompoc 
City Council.

One good thing can be said for the latest 
Mideast war and the subsequent Arab oil 
embargo. We as a nation have been 
disabused of a number of illusions or 
misconceptions, some of them rather 
dangerous.

Sobering lessons 


WASHINGTON

Democrats as well as for the 
Republicans the two elections to fill 
vacant 
seats in 
the

Representatives 
offer 
sobering 
lessons. The astonishing upset in 
Gerald 
Ford’s 
old 
district 
in 
Michigan, safely Republican since 
1910, 
was 
purely 
and 
simply 
Watergate and the moral stature of 
President Nixon 
In 
the 
12th 
D i s t r i c t 
in 
Pennsylvania 
the 
outcome was not as 
simple. The Demo­ 
cratic 
candidate, 
John P. Murtha, in 
a 
kind 
of 
tacit 
agreement with the 
Republican 
can­ 
didate, Harry Fox, 
did 
not 
exploit 
Watergate. 
Concentrating on bread and butter 
issues such as high prices and the 
gasoline shortage he spoke only by 
inference of Watergate and the 
President’s standing. 
Murtha won by 242 votes out of 
121,260 cast. In a recount demanded 
by Fox this is being whittled down to 
a point at which the Republican may 
be the official winner. 
In Murtha’s squeak win, if it 
proves to be that, his failure to 
exploit Watergate was only one 
reason why what had been expected 
to be a big Democratic victory was 
little better than a standoff 
Big labor came into the district 
with nationally known speakers and 
with money. This was resented in a 
district which had given the late 
John 
P. 
Saylor, 
a 
Republican, 
comfortable majorities. 
The lesson is that the old politics, 
the politics of big labor, will not do 
in the present mood of disillusion. 
All the talk is about the money that 
businessmen poured into the Nixon 
campaign, 
but what about the 
money labor spent? This is the 
theme of letters coming to me. 
The next test comes on March 5 in 
the first district of Ohio, a vacancy 
resulting from the resignation of 
William J 
Keating to become 
president 
of 
the 
conservative 
Cincinnati Enquirer 
Cutting Cincinnati in half the 
district which is 20 per cent black 
includes the University of Cincinnati 
and such prosperous predominantly 
white 
suburbs as 
Indian 
Hills. 
Keating’s majority was 70 per cent 
in 1972. 
While it is not a swing district the 
seat has been held in recent years by 
leaders 
in 
both 
parties. 
John 


Gilligan, the Democrat who went on 
to be governor of Ohio, held it for 
one term before he ran for statewide 
office. Robert Taft Jr. preceded 
Gilligan in 1962 and then went on to 
serve two terms beginning in 1966 
before running successfully for the 
Senate. 
Both Tom Luken, the Democratic 
candidate, and Willis Gradison, the 
Republican, are former Cincinnati 
mayors. They are both members of 
the city council. Gradison is a 
wealthy conservative who will have 
a problem separating himself from 
the Nixon administration. 
Taking his cue from the Michigan 
upset. Luken is under no such 
handicap as he flogs the Watergate 
horse. 
The words emblazoned in letters 
of fire on the Republican sky are 
those of Sen. Barry Goldwater: if 
you won by less than 62 per cent in 
1972 you are in trouble. That goes for 
at least half the Republicans in the 
House today, not including those 
who have opted out often from 
districts long considered safe 
In the field of practical politics as 
in other areas the Republicans are 
plagued 
by 
President 
Nixon’s 
arrogant and sometimes almost 
capricious use of the power that 


came 
with 
his 
overwhelming 
mandate of 1972. 
He took George Bush out of the 
United 
Nations 
where 
he 
was 
becoming 
an 
e f fe c t iv e 
representative of the United States 
and installed him as chairman of the 
Republican National Committee It 
was hardly a favor either to the 
party 
or 
to 
Bush 
whose 
qualifications do 
not include a 
knowledge of state and district 
politics across the nation. 
With the upset in Michigan the 
warning lights are glowing red If 
Ford 
had 
been 
running 
for 
reelection in his old district the 
outcome would never have been in 
doubt. Even though he made a big 
pitch 
in 
the 
district 
for 
the 
Republican, Robert Vanderlaan, he 
could not transfer his popular hold 
to a newcomer. 
Similarly in Cincinnati, where 
Ford is also campaigning, if Keating 
were the candidate he would in all 
likelihood be reelected. 
The end result in November can 
be a veto-proof Congress. This is the 
lesson for Richard Nixon as in the 
beleaguered White House he defies 
his critics.
